EIS puts 
in bid on 
DeliPlus

In the midst of an historic renova¬ 
tion, Eminence Independent Schools 
received new information that might 
drastically change its scope of work for 
one aspect of the project. 

Recently, EIS Superintendent Buddy 
Berry learned the proposed 2,200 
square-foot expansion and renovation 
of the Warrior Activity Center would 
require the installation of a firewall to 
the tune of an additional $50,000. 

“There are unforeseen parts of a 
job,” Berry said. “Change orders like 
that happen.” 

Original plans showed the WAC

Campbellsburg 
Day signals 


Filmmakers feature the creation of ‘Lineillism’ by Henry native 


center's launch

Filmmakers plan to paint an inspir¬ 
ing portrait of the artist who, after 
he left Campbellsburg, created a 
new form of art from his personal 
struggles. 

“Lineillism” resulted from the toll 
a stroke and shingles took on Jim 
“J.C.” Hall’s health, which impaired 
his vision for a time, causing him to 
see everything in lines. 

Hall’s artistic talents exhibited 
themselves early when he did well 
at a statewide art contest as a high 
school student in New Castle, 
according to filmmaker Steve 
Oldfield. The school held an assem¬ 
bly to honor him for the accomplish¬ 
ment and gave him a standing ova¬ 
tion. 

“Getting that recognition in Henry 
County, I think really gave him 
encouragement to pursue his paint¬ 



ing throughout his life,” Oldfield 
said. “He didn’t have an art class in 
his school as a kid but his English 
teacher encouraged him and gave 
him some painting supplies.” 

The documentary, “Lines of 
Sight,” will shine a light on Hall’s 
artistic process — his paintings 
require more than 500,000 brush 
strokes and more than a month each 
to complete. 

Hall’s innovation as a painter hap¬ 
pened after the diseases impacted 
his sight. When his vision recovered, 
Hall reproduced the verticals lines 
and colors he’d seen in landscape 
paintings. 

“I began painting, writing, draw¬ 
ing, everything - it all came back 
in spades, but it also came back in 
lines,” Hall told the filmmakers in 
a trailer for the documentary. “I 
saw things in lines and that led me 
to discover a new art form. I call it

CES and WaterStep fight disease, save lives

With dirty water caus¬ 
ing illness and death in 
developing countries, stu¬ 
dents at Campbellsburg 
Elementary have stepped 
in to help find a solution. 

Partnering with 
WaterStep.org in 
Louisville, an organiza¬ 
tion which has helped 
bring over 46 million 
gallons of safe water 
to 23 countries, the 
students collected 182 
pairs of shoes to donate 
to the cause. Fifth- 


grade members of the 
Campbellsburg Student 
Council turned over 
several bags of shoes to 
WaterStep volunteer Bob 
Holden of Sulphur May 
29. 

The shoes will go to 
an exporter in Florida, 
which pays WaterStep for 
them, according to Debi 
Geisler, a University of 
Louisville Kent School 
of Social Work who has 
been working with CES 
while seeking her degree. 
Proceeds from the shoes 
will pay for filtration sys¬ 
tems to install in devel¬ 


oping countries to purify 
drinking water there. 

Holden told the stu¬ 
dent council members 
that their efforts will help 
the Kaabowa Village in 
Uganda, which has 1,300 
residents, four schools, a 
health center but no safe 
water to drink. 

Contaminated drink¬ 
ing water causes 80 
percent of all disease in 
the world, and a child 
dies from a waterborne 
illness every 30 seconds, 
according to information

being converted into a 
fieldhouse with locker 
rooms and a weight 
room to accommodate 
the school’s athletic pro¬ 
grams. 

“Moving forward, the 
board’s decision is we 
don’t do it or we do it 
and install the firewall,” 
Berry said. 

But another option 
soon materialized. Berry 
said that it was indepen¬ 
dent of the discussion 
around the WAC, but 
that it came up during 
the process. 

“We were actually 
looking at places any¬ 
where near us that we 
could rent for classroom 
space during construc¬ 
tion,” Berry said. “We 
had priced four mobile 
classrooms at $140,000 
for the year.” 

Berry said faced with 
that price tag, he went 
shopping. He didn’t have 
to look far. 

The DeliPlus shop¬ 
ping center, located just 
across the street from 
the school, had been for 
lease then later for sale 
for some time. Originally, 
the asking price was over 
$500,000. 

“When I asked again, 
the price was drasti¬ 
cally reduced from the 
last time we had heard 
a price,” Berry said. “It 
kind of presented an 
opportunity.” 

Berry initiated inspec¬ 
tions of the build¬ 
ing and asked the 
Kentucky Department of 
Education to take a look 
at it as well. All involved 
gave approval for the dis¬ 
trict’s purchasing of the 
building to renovate. The 
6,600 square-foot space 
could house a weight 
room, locker rooms, 


additional classrooms 
and maybe even an early 
learning center, Berry 
said. 

Berry said an offer of 
$260,000 was made by 
the district and approved 
by the owner. Now the 
district must wait for an 
appraisal. If the building 
appraises for less than 
the offer, the district will 
have to lower its offer to 
match the appraisal, then 
the owner can accept the 
modified lower offer or 
choose to keep looking 
for a buyer. If the build¬ 
ing appraises more than 
the offer, the district can 
move forward with the 
transaction. 

That is a big c if,’ but 
after that, even more sce¬ 
narios develop. 

“If it does fall through, 
the board will have to 
decide if they want to 
do the firewall or not,” 
Berry said. “If it does 
go through, the board 
could choose to move 
forward with the renova¬ 
tion of DeliPlus and the 
firewall and expansion 
of the WAC, or take the 
expansion money out of 
the WAC and apply it to 
DeliPlus. 

“Either way, I feel cer¬ 
tain the board is commit¬ 
ted to providing a field- 
house for the district,” 
Berry added. 

The decision won’t 
be made obvious for the 
board as the construc¬ 
tion project is still under 
budget, with none of the 
contingency funds yet 
applied. 

“We have plenty of 
money to do the fire¬ 
wall,” Berry said. “But 
what we’ll need to decide 
is what makes the most 
economic sense to the 
district at this point.” 

Berry said the board 
would not know the 
appraisal price until 
June, so everything up 
to this point has been in 


a discussion phase. But 
decisions will have to be 
made soon. Berry said 
that by the first of July, 
the board would need 
to secure space for class¬ 
rooms. 

“I believe our options 
will be much clearer by 
the June meeting of the 
board,” Berry said. “But 
for roughly the same 
price as the WAC proj¬ 
ect, we could renovate 
all 6,600 square-feet of 
space inside DeliPlus and 
gain 4,000 square feet. 
That’s awfully attrac¬ 
tive when you’re talking 
about the same price for 
either option. 

“I’m so frugal, if I can 
get more for the same 
amount,” Berry said. “I 
want the more.” 

In other business: 

•The board voted to 
increase lunch prices by 
10 cents, as required by 
the state. “We don’t have 
a choice, really,” Berry 
told the board. “We have 
to charge what they tell 
us we have to charge 
until we catch up with 
the minimum.” 

•Board members com¬ 
municated a need for 
after-school childcare 
with the impending clo¬ 
sure of Joy’s Day Care. 
Although not required 
to provide any childcare 
services, board members 
asked Berry to create an 
after-school program to 
serve the needs of the 
community. 

Berry told members of 
a proposal to offer child¬ 
care from 3 to 6 p.m. at 
the school, which would 
be run by a part-time 
childcare director and 
employee of EIS. Grants 
would cover most of 
the cost of the program, 
but participants would 
be asked to pay for the 
services - Berry estimates 
$30 to $35 per week - to 


fully fund the program. 

“We almost have to 
charge something for 
those that don’t qualify 
for assistance,” Berry 
said. “And we would not 
offer it during breaks, 
unless enough people 
chose to take advantage 
of it to pay the person 
to do it. It should pay 
for itself, but we can rely 
on these grants without 
any cost to the general 
fund.” 

Berry proposed that 
the first hour of services 
be instructional with the 
second and third hours 
based more on activities 
like crafts, games and 
recreation. 

Because a comparable 
program the school once 
offered failed, some 
board members were 
reluctant to enter into a 
similar commitment. 

“I’m not really in 
favor of getting into 
the childcare business,” 
board member Tony 
Adams said. 

Berry suggested the 
program be offered 
for one to three years, 
then the board could 
re-evaluate the effective¬ 
ness and the needs of the 
community at that time 
to determine whether or 
not to continue it. 

“I understand that 
it’s not our responsibil¬ 
ity, but I would like to 
see us offer something,” 
said Pamela Morehead- 
Johnson, board member. 
“But if it doesn’t work, 
we can revisit it.” 

Board member Ben 
Coomes agreed. 

“If we can provide 
it to the community at 
even a break-even cost, 
then we should do it,” 
Coomes asserted. 

Berry was directed to 
develop a program to 
present to the board and 
to begin the search for a 
childcare director. 


Henry County vote 
totals did not change 
during a recanvass 
requested by two state¬ 
wide candidates in close 
Primary Election races. 

Henry County Board 
of Elections officials 
and interested onlook¬ 
ers gathered in the office 
of Henry County Clerk 
Shanda Archer May 28 
to watch the recanvass in 
two races from the May 
19 primary election for 
Kentucky governor and 
commissioner of the agri¬ 
culture. 

In a four-way race for 
the Republican nomina¬ 
tion for governor, the 
statewide totals showed 
Matt Bevin in the lead 
over James Comer, but 
only by 83 votes. That 
led to Comer to ask for a 
recanvass, where county 
clerks review the totals to 
see if anything changes. 
In another close race 
and another recanvass 
request, the Republican 
nomination for agri¬ 
culture commissioner 
favored Ryan Quarles 
statewide over Richard 
Heath, but by less than a 


percentage point. 

After checking the 
tapes and retallying the 
math, Archer declared 
there were no changes 
in Henry County for the 
totals of either race. 

“Both races are good,” 
she said. “Certified, bona 
fide and in the history 
books now.” 

Board of election offi¬ 
cials signed off on the 
results of the recanvass 
after witnessing the pro¬ 
cess. 

Secretary of State 
Alison Lundergan Grimes 
announced May 28 that 
the recanvass did not 
change the outcome of 
the primary election. 

On May 29, Comer 
sent out a message saying 
he would not ask for a 
recount in the close race. 

“I believe it is in 
the best interest of the 
Republican Party and 
Kentucky to avoid a long, 
divisive, and expensive 
recount. Now is the 
time to be united against 
[Democratic candi¬ 
date for governor] Jack 
Conway and I stand unit¬ 
ed with Matt Bevin.”

Lineillism. All the strokes 
are painted vertical lines 
regardless of the shape or 
form.” 

The film won’t be a 
two-dimensional portrait 
of Hall, but will delve 
into the hardships he had 
to overcome during his 
life. Hall started out in 
Henry County and made 
a go of it on the West 
Coast before settling 
down to a family life in 
Ohio. 

“I was born to 
tenant farmers in 
Campbellsburg, Ky.,” 
Hall told the filmmak¬ 
ers. “To get off the farm, 
I became an ordained 
preacher at the age of 
17. I joined the Navy to 
get out of Kentucky and 
get out to San Diego, 
but that didn’t work out. 
I found myself homeless 
and living on the beach.” 

Hall used his talents as 
an artist to land a job as 
an advertising executive 
for Procter and Gamble 
in Cincinnati. He and 
wife Joan, raised three 
children in suburbia, 
but Hall struggled with 
bouts of depression and 
alcoholism. 

Impressed by Hall’s 
painting techniques, 
filmmakers Oldfield, Jim 
Hampton and Patrick 
McCabe also realized the 
documentary’s subject 
has an uplifting story to 
tell in how he overcame 
his self-destructive behav¬ 
iors. 

An experienced direc¬ 
tor, Oldfield has created 
both television shows 
and videos for museums 
and historic sites for 30 
years. 

One of Oldfield’s 
other documentaries, 
“Points of View,” is 
expected to appear on 
select PBS stations this 
summer. 

Oldfield met Hall by 
coincidence when shoot¬ 
ing a documentary on 
brick construction styles 
endemic to Covington 
at the turn of the last 
century. 

When the director 
went to capture a video 
of a friend rebuild¬ 
ing some brickwork in 
Sharonville as an illus¬ 
tration of the required 
skills, Hall came out of 
his house next door to 


see what was going on. 

“He invited us in to 
see his artwork — every¬ 
where you looked from 
the entryway to the bath¬ 
room to the kitchen, in 
every available space was 
a giant painting of his,” 
Oldfield recalled. “I was 
just so taken with it and 
then when I started hear¬ 
ing his story, I was just 
so touched by it.” 

After Hall watched the 
Covington documen¬ 
tary and expressed his 
admiration for the work, 
Oldfield quickly sug¬ 
gested collaborating for 
a piece on the artist and 
Lineillism. 

“He jumped right on 
it, and the next time we 
got together, he had a 
whole list of everybody 
he thought I should 
interview,” Oldfield said. 

Now, Hall and 
Oldfield get together 
every Sunday afternoon 
for an interview, but they 
want to add other scenes, 
as well. Before wrap¬ 
ping up the shoot, they 
intend to visit where Hall 
used to preach in Henry 
County at Point Pleasant 
Christian Church and 
capture some shots of the 
vistas here from a quad 
copter. 

In order to fund 
“Lines of Sight,” the 
filmmakers have launched 
a webpage with the goal 
of raising $40,000 to pay 
for additional interviews, 
travel expenses, editing, 
music and marketing. 

Oldfield feels particu¬ 
larly excited by a canvass- 
mounted camera, which 
captures footage of Hall 
making the thousands 
of lines on in-progress 
paintings for time-lapse 
segments. 

“By making this docu¬ 
mentary, we hope to 
establish the credibility of 
Lineillism as an art form 
as well as to provide a 
glimpse into one man’s 
successful path through 
incredible challenges,” 
the webpage says. 
“Everyone from painters 
and art lovers to at-risk 
youth and stroke survi¬ 
vors can draw hope and 
inspiration from Jim’s 
journey.”

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Farm-fresh eg^< 
for sale, 

I am not a chicken whisperer. 

I am slowly coming to terms with this 
realization. 

When we decided to add a few lay¬ 
ing hens to our small farm, we got busy 
with preparations. We purchased a very 
nice kit coop and placed it in a fenced 
in chicken run. We purchased a waterer, 
feeder and quality feed. Then I did what 
I normally do when we embark on some 
new farming adventure. 

I downloaded Raising Chickens for 
Dummies. 

I have added it to my collection of for 
Dummies instructional books, including 
Raising Goats for Dummies and Vegetable Gardening for Dummies. 

In it, I was able to research breeds of chickens, determine if I want¬ 
ed a rooster or not, learn what not to feed the hens and what chick¬ 
ens considered to be treats. The book told me what the hens needed 
in a home in order to lay eggs consistently. We were ready to bring 
home some birds. 

I didn’t read the chapters on troubleshooting for poor laying. In 
my optimistic way, I envisioned about a dozen eggs per week from 
the breed of chicken I planned to raise; although I knew the stress 
of moving might keep the girls from laying for a few days. 

I found someone here in the county who was selling the breed 
of chickens I had settled on. So a week ago Monday, I drove home 
with four feathered egg-producing machines. 

We settled the girls into their new abode and they went about 
establishing a new pecking order for their new flock. I went about 
establishing myself as their benevolent provider. 

I have a habit of trying to encourage all our farm animals to rec¬ 
ognize my voice and respond to me as a way to tame them down a 
little and get them to come to me when it’s time to care for them 
or load them in a trailer. It had worked with our hogs - I could call 
them from the gate and they would come running. The beef cattle 
are not as responsive, but they tolerate me fairly well. So I visited my 
chickens often the first few days, speaking in a soft, soothing voice 
and slowly moving around their enclosure to freshen their water, 
feed them and check for eggs. 

They settled down by day two, and I made ready the empty egg 
cartons I had been saving for the past month. 

Imagine my delight when I checked the laying boxes that evening 
and discovered a perfect, light brown farm-fresh egg. The first of 
many, I assumed. I proudly brought it into the house to show Troy, 
hiding it behind my back then tah-dah’ing my prized shelled beauty 
to him. 

We were on our way to egg-buying independence. Or so I 
thought. 

Day three - no eggs. Day four - no eggs. Then I remembered 
those chapters on poor egg production in my book. I began a pro¬ 
cess of elimination to determine what could possibly be keeping the 
girls from popping out the average one egg per day per chicken for 
this breed, all the while continuing to encourage the girls with my 
“chicken whispering.” To no avail. 

There were only two real possibilities - the girls were still under 
duress from the move to a new location or I had been sold older 
chickens that were past their prime egg-laying days. 

Hens lay best the first two years of their life, then egg produc¬ 
tion drops off dramatically, according to my book. An older hen will 
occasionally lay an egg, but she will never be the egg-laying machine 
she was in her youth. Handily, my book tried to help me determine 
if I had young or old chickens. So for the next few days I was often 
out at the coop, scrutinizing the color of combs and wattles and 
checking for scaly legs. Stress doesn’t seem to be the issue. 

A week and a half into my chicken ownership, I still only have one 
egg to show for my efforts. Despite the assurances of the gentle¬ 
man farmer who sold me the quartet of hens for $11 each who were 
“all one or two years old,” I am fairly sure I have senior hens. My 
dreams of opening the laying boxes to discover piles of brown eggs 
that I would carefully place in my fancy egg basket have been put 
on hold. I am reassessing my options and might try to raise my own 
hens from chicks - a prospect I didn’t really want to embark upon 
for my first go at it, but which might be the best option. 

In the meantime, I have a lovely farm-fresh egg for sale. It’s yours 
for just $44.

But the 
agency has developed a 
variety of ways to correct 
the problem. 

These include digging 
a community well, setting 
up a water council, pro¬ 
viding health and sanita¬ 
tion education, building 
pit latrines, installing 
water purification sys¬ 
tems at schools and the 
health center, installing 
rain harvesting systems at 
the community facilities, 
equipping each family 
with household filtra¬ 
tion units and providing 
“water transportation” 
for people who have to 
walk to wells. 

Getting water in the 
Ugandan village is not 
like here — some people 
have to walk six miles to 
get to a supply, Geisler 
said. But even then, that 
supply might not be safe 
because of the possible 
presence of animal and 
human waste. 

Besides installing water 
purification systems, 
WaterS tep also will pro¬ 


vide training the commu¬ 
nity members will need 
to keep their water clean, 
like how to install a mini- 
water treatment system 
or repair a hand pump. 

With assistance 
from General Electric 
and Louisville Water 
Company, WaterStep has 
developed water purifiers 
small enough to fit in a 
suitcase, so missionaries 
can carry them to com¬ 
munities in need, Geisler 
said. 

Little things like 
people being able to get 
their hands clean will 
make a big difference 
in these communities. 
“They set up a little hand 
washing station — that 
cuts down on so many 
people getting sick,” she 
told the students. 

Holden first got 
involved with WaterStep 
after the Haiti earth¬ 
quake in 2010. When the 
shoe collections began, 
he reached out to his 
church and his neigh¬ 
bors in Sulphur and they 
responded generously. 

He remembered pick¬ 
ing up 900 pairs of shoes 
to take to WaterStep. 
When he returned home, 


there were 400 more 
donated pairs that had 
been dropped off at his 
garage. 

“There’s been great 
community support, 
that’s what I’ve been 
finding,” Holden said. 

“If I go out and tell 
them, they respond.” 

The project turned 
into a mission for 
Holden, and he’s 
watched WaterStep’s 
average shoe collections 
from all over fill a tractor- 
trailer with approximately 
200,000 pairs each 
month. 

Many churches and 
schools help out, and 
Holder goes from 
Jeffersonville, Ind., to 
Northern Kentucky pick¬ 
ing up the donations.

Zucchini is one of the 
most well-known types 
of summer squash and it 
won’t be long until they 
are very plentiful. 

It is also one of the 
most abundant staples of 
Kentucky gardens and is 
the most popular sum¬ 
mer squash purchased in 
the United States. 

Squash has been a sta¬ 
ple for Native Americans 
for more than 5,000 
years and was a mainstay 
for early European set¬ 
tlers. 

In the 19th cen¬ 
tury, merchant seamen 
returned from other 
parts of the Americas 
with new varieties. 

This resulted in the 
various colors, shapes 
and sizes available today. 
Zucchini is low in calo¬ 
ries, containing only 20 
calories per cup. It con¬ 
tains fiber, manganese, 
molybdenum and vita¬ 
mins A and C. 

Do not peel zucchini 
as the rind is rich in beta- 


carotene and nutrients. 

The fiber and manga¬ 
nese found in zucchini 
are linked to decreas¬ 
ing the risk of coronary 
heart disease and healthy 
bones. 

Vitamins A and C 
in zucchini also pro¬ 
tect against infections 
and helps heal cuts and 
wounds. 

When selecting zuc¬ 
chini, choose squash that 
are firm and fairly heavy 
for their size. 

Look for zucchini with 
bright glossy exteriors, 
free of nicks, bruises 
or soft spots. Zucchini 
should be placed in a 
plastic bag and stored in 
the refrigerator. Fresh 


summer squash should 
keep for up to one week 
but are best if used with¬ 
in two to three days. 

Vegetables like zuc¬ 
chini grow quickly. It 
can be started from seed 
and takes about 55 days 
to mature when planted 
directly in the ground. 

One plant can yield 
several dozen squash. 
You may even find a 
baseball bat sized zuc¬ 
chini hidden under the 
leaves that seemed to 
have grown overnight. 
Whether it’s spring, 
summer, fall, or winter, 
you can Plate it up! with 
delicious recipes that 
put a new twist on your 
favorite Kentucky Proud 


foods and you will get 
the freshest possible by 
shopping at the Henry 
County Farmers Market 
open on Saturday morn¬ 
ings (later in the year 
it will also be open on 
Wednesday mornings- 
when the farmers have 
more produce available).

Zucchini Rosemary 
Pizza 

4 cups shredded zuc¬ 
chini, (about 4 medium 
zucchini) 

Vi cup mozzarella 
cheese 

1 teaspoon oregano 
iegg 

V 2 teaspoon salt 

1 /4 teaspoon pepper 
V 2 small red onion 

2 small tomatoes 

2 garlic cloves, minced 
2 tablespoons olive oil 
1 tablespoon fresh rose¬ 
mary, minced (or 1 tea¬ 
spoon dried rosemary) 


T4 cup grated parmesan 
cheese 

Preheat the oven to 
450 degrees F. Shred the 
zucchini with a cheese 
grater. 

Squeeze out as much 
water as possible. In a 
large bowl measure 4 
cups of shredded zuc¬ 
chini. Stir in mozzarella 
cheese, oregano, egg, salt 
and pepper. Lightly spray 
a 12-inch pizza pan with 
cooking spray. 

Spoon mixture onto 
pan to form a -inch- 
high crust. Bake 15 to 
20 minutes, until mix¬ 
ture is set and slightly 
browned, being careful 
not to burn. 

Chop half of a red 
onion and the tomatoes 
into small diced pieces. 

In a small bowl, mix 
together the olive oil, 
minced garlic and fresh 
rosemary. 

Spread the mixed top¬ 
ping evenly over the 
baked crust. Spoon 


onion and tomatoes over 
the pizza. 

Bake an additional 10 
minutes or until crust is 
crisp or becomes slightly 
brown. Remove from 
oven; sprinkle parmesan 
cheese over the top and 
serve.

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FAME will lead to jobs for two Henry High graduates

Two 2015 Henry 
County High School 
graduating seniors will 
have “guaranteed jobs” 
after completing training 
in advanced manufactur¬ 
ing careers through the 
Louisville Federation of 
Advanced Manufacturing 
program, or FAME, for 
short. 

Hunter McManis and 
Jared Yount will begin 
the program this fall. 
They said the option to 
get on-the-job training, 
save college tuition costs 
and go right to work 
after completing FAME 
made it their best option 
after graduating. 

Starting this summer, 
McManis will work for 
NTH - Works, a metal 
stamping company, 
and Yount will work 
for Louisville Gas and 
Electric as they earn 
associate’s degrees at 
Jefferson Community 
and Technical College. 


Blue collar work is 
what Yount saw him¬ 
self doing ever since he 
started thinking about a 
career, he said. 

“I didn’t really want 
to go sit in a classroom 
for four years, waste a 
lot of money and not 
know what I wanted to 
do,” Yount added. “This 
opportunity is perfect for 
me.” 

McManis also pre¬ 
ferred to line up a career, 
rather than take four 
years of college classes. 

“We’re 18 years old 
and we found out where 
we’re going to work for 
the rest of our lives,” 
Yount said. 

“I first learned of the 
Kentucky FAME pro¬ 
gram as we talked with 
the Kentucky Association 
of Manufacturers 
in developing the 
iLEAD Academy,” 

Henry County Schools 
Superintendent Tim 


Abrams said. “Kentucky 
FAME presents an excel¬ 
lent means for employers 
to communicate with 
schools about how we 
can specifically prepare 
students for high wage, 
high demand careers.” 

Kentucky FAME 
students will complete 
an apprenticeship-style 
program combining 
classroom training for 
two days a week and on- 
the-job training for three 
days. 

Students will com¬ 
plete the Advanced 
Manufacturing 
Technician (AMT) 
Program at JCTC and 
earn an Associate’s 
degree at the end of the 
five-semester program. 

The FAME program 
includes technical course- 
work to develop the spe¬ 
cific skills students need 
to work with the highly 
sophisticated equipment 
used in modern manufac¬ 


turing as well as the aca¬ 
demic coursework spe¬ 
cifically designed for the 
work setting. Students 
are paid by their sponsor¬ 
ing company through¬ 
out the program, which 
allows each student to 
earn enough to cover 
their tuition costs with 
the potential to complete 
college without incurring 
debt. 

FAME recruits from 
Jefferson and surround¬ 
ing counties, as well 
as Southern Indiana. 
Students for this first 
class were chosen from 
high schools located 
in Jefferson, Bullitt 
and Henry Counties 
in Kentucky and Clark 
County in Indiana. 

Companies involved 
in the FAME program 
include General Electric, 
Atlas Machine, Nth 
Works, Inc., Westport 
Axle, Paradise Tomato, 
Clariant, Zoeller and 


Caldwell Tank. 

The FAME program 
represents the best 
opportunity to meet 
the workforce demands 
with trained employ¬ 
ees prepared to make a 
career in manufacturing,” 
said Debbie Anderson 
who is coordinating the 
Kentucky FAME pro¬ 
gram at JCTC. 

FAME employers are 
looking for students who 
excel in math and sci¬ 
ence. 

An ACT score of 23 
or higher in math is pre¬ 
ferred. Students should 
also consider participat¬ 


ing in programs such as 
Project Lead the Way, 
career and technical pro¬ 
grams, robotics courses/ 
clubs, and/or SkillsUSA. 

“I’m so proud of Jared 
and Hunter for pursu¬ 
ing this opportunity and 
know they both will be 
tremendous assets to 
their employers and to 
JCTC in this program,” 
Abrams said. “I also 
appreciate the efforts of 
Andrew Shearer, HCHS 
engineering teacher, 
who invited the folks 
from Kentucky FAME to 
speak to his students.”

late in the season when 
the regular catcher, Tyler 
Robbins, was out with a 
facial injury. 

The Wildcats had one 
senior, Isaac Kent, who 
played second. They had 
five juniors in Trey Wills, 
Connor Smith, Robbins, 
Adam Kent and Bodie 
Clark. Sophomores Blake 
Prather and Trevyn 
Spencer also made signifi¬ 
cant contributions to the 
team.

Johnson, Cravens and 
Finley made it to state for 
the second consecutive 
year and have one more 
year of eligibility left to 
improve on their showings 
there. 

The Wildcats boys’ 
and girls’ teams finished 
third in the North Central 
Kentucky Conference 
meet and third in the 
North Central Kentucky 
Track Conference meet. 

For both teams the pau¬ 
city of athletes left them 
short of competing for 
the title in the conference 
championships. A core of 
good athletes return next 
year for them but the pro¬ 
gram needs to add depth 
if it is to contend at the 
team level. 

EHS baseball makes 
strides under Corley 

EHS coach Liam 
Corley brought enthu¬ 
siasm and the ability to 
build a strong team bond 
to a Warrior program that 
has had four coaches in 
four years. 

The Warriors finished 
with only three wins but 
did accomplish some¬ 
thing that it hasn’t done 
in a long time. The team 
defeated a district oppo¬ 
nent for the first time in a 
long, long time when they 
beat Gallatin County at 
home this season. 

They also had wins 
against Dawson Springs 
and Valley. One of their 
better games of the season 
was a 7-4 loss to Owen 
County at home.

They took a long trip to 
Western Kentucky to play 
in a tournament and they 
seemed to grow closer 
as the season progressed, 
despite the fact that there 
were great age differences 
on the team. 

If the program can 
keep that kind of pride 
and togetherness after 
the departure of seniors 
Trevor Payton, Cole 
Lawson and Austin Jones, 
who were good leaders for 
a young team, then the 
Warriors might be able to 
build on this year’s perfor¬ 
mance. 

The key, as always, is 
stability in the program. 

EHS softball relied on 
very young players 

I’ve mentioned the 
youth in the Henry 
County baseball program 
and the EHS baseball 
program but neither can 
match the Warriors’ soft- 
ball team. 

Coach Jerry Martin had 
a handful of high school 
players but rounded out 
his team with several mid¬ 
dle school girls who saw 
significant playing time on 
the varsity team. 

The Warriors won only 
one game but showed 
improvement throughout 
the year. Many opposing 
coaches who played the 
Warriors twice during the 
season commented on 
how much better they 
got. 

Martin is working on 
basic fundamentals with 
a team that has struggled 
for many years to put a 
respectable product on the 
field. If the young players 
can continue to improve 
at the rate they did this 
year, the Warriors might 
see their hard work pay off 
in a few years. The key is 
a commitment from the 
players to work on their 
games in the summer. If 
enough of them do that, 
then marked improvement 
may come sooner rather 
than later.

Berry put up some 
impressive numbers for 
a rookie high school 
player.

Some outstanding indi¬ 
vidual performances high¬ 
lighted the spring sports 
season for me this year. 

At the top of my list 
is the courage and pain 
threshold shown by Aly 
Stanley. Stanley injured 
the posterior cruciate liga¬ 
ment in her knee while 
the Lady Cats’ softball 
team was on their spring 
break trip to Florida. She 
sat out a couple of games 
because of the injury and 
then resumed playing, 
although for a time she 
only pitched. 

Eventually, she went 
back into the batter’s box, 
too, but was replaced by a 
courtesy runner when she 
reached base. 

Stanley wore a heavy 
brace on her knee and 
you could see the gri¬ 
maces of pain on her face 
every time she had to 
run to first base.

Only Olivia Whaley, the 
team’s leadoff hitter after 
Stanley’s injury, had more 
with 15.

The memory that will 
highlight Stanley’s cour¬ 
age the most to me was 
during her final game 
against Collins in the 
regional tournament. She 
hit a slow roller out in 
front of the plate and beat 
out the throw to first by 
the Collins pitcher despite 
the injury. Stanley’s accel¬ 
eration out of the box 
was greatly affected by 
the injury but she put 
everything she had into 
getting to first on the 
play. After reaching first, 
Stanley ran a long way up 
the right field line before 
stopping to ease the pain 
because a quick stop 
with her type of injury is 
very painful. She slowly 
limped back to the dug- 
out as Coach Jon Kasten 
replaced her with a cour¬ 
tesy runner.
